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Palestinians meeting in 


session 


PNC ‘to declare’ 
independent state 


ALGIERS, Nov 11, (Agen- 
cies): Palestinian leaders 
gathered in Algiers today for 
an extraordinary meeting of 
their exiled parliament to 
make a declaration of 
independence they hope will ' 
usher in Middle East peace 
and their own independent 
state. 

“We want to negotiate with 
the representatives of the Israelis 
at an international conferenceon 
the Middle East," said Bassam 
Abu Sharif, chief spokesman to 
the PLO leader Y asser Arafat. 

Abu Sharif said the 448-seat 
Palestine National Council, 
which begins its meetings 
tomorrow, will declare an 
independent Palestinian state in 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

Arafat and his PLO executive 
council or inner cabinet called 
the meeting of the parliament-in- 
exile to try to capitalise 
politically on the 1 1 -month-old 
uprising in the occupied 
territories, which has left more 
than 300 people dead. 

Recognition 

“This will consecrate officially 
the identity of the Palestinian 
West Bank and Gaza.” Abu 
Sharif told reporters. “The 
recognition of the majority of the 
states of the world will give fur- 
ther legality,” he said. 

“The PNC will legislate 
beyond doubt the line that had 
been presented by chairman 
Arafat a long time ago, calling 
for the establishment of a just 
peace, the readiness of the PLO 
to sit down and negotiate at an 
international conference based

on UN resolutions, including 
(numbers) 242 and 338,” Abu 
Sharif said. Those resolutions 
include recognition of Israel’s 
right to exist. 

But despite Abu Sharif s 
remarks, Palestinian sources said 
the Palestinian parliamentarians 
have not yet agreed to how much 
— if at all — the declaration of 
independence will concede the 
need fora Jewish state. 

Some deputies are known to 
favour basing the declaration on 
UN Resolution 181 of 1947. 
which foresaw the creation of 
neighbouring Israeli and Pales- 
tinian states out of the old Pales- 
tine as it existed under British 
mandate. 

The Arabs rejected the UN 
plan at that time. 

Security 

The Algerians have imposed 
tight security around the con- 
ference centre, a recreational 
complex about 20 km (12 miles) 
west of the capital, after the PLO 
said it received repeated warn- 
ings that Israeli agents were plan- 
ning attacks on Palestinian tar- 
gets. 

An Algerian gunboat stood 
offshore from the seaside com- 
plex. which is ringed with tanks 
and armoured cars. 


In the port of Algiers, repor- 
ters saw a Soviet warship bris- 
tling with radar scanners that 
diplomatic sources say Moscow 
loaned the PLO to guard against 
any Israeli attack by air. 

Aware 

Bassam Abu Sharif, clad in 
green battle fatigues, said the 
PLO had learned of an Israeli 
plan to try to assassinate Arafat 
during the Algiers session. He 
also said the United States also is 
aware of the plan, and hinted US 
officials had advised the PLO of 
the scheme. 

“We have information that on 
Oct 20 (Yitzhak) Shamir, (Yitz- 
hak) Rabin and (Shimon) Peres 
met and took a decision to 
delegate to three terrorist institu- 
tions to carry out a terrorist plan 
against the leadership of the 
PLO,” said Sharif, who himself 
lost two fingers in a letter bomb 
attack on him. 

“Several teams have set out 
already,” he said “they are in 
certain North African and 
European countries. So due to 
that we are on alert.” 

Palestinian leaders have plan- 
ned numerous demonstrations in 
the West Bank and Gaza on 
Tuesday to coincide with the 
declaration of independence. 


Israeli Army seals 
off occupied areas 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Nov 11, (AP): Hundreds of 
troops poured into Jerusalem's 
walled old city today and the 
Army sealed off the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip to try 
to prevent violence linked to the 
expected proclamation of a 
Palestinian state. 

Soldiers also detained hun- 
dreds of Palestinians to block 
anti-occupation riots during the 
four-day meeting of the Palestine 
National Council, Arab reports 
and Israeli Radio said. The PNC 
meeting begins tomorrow in 
Algiers. 

In Jerusalem, hundreds of sol- 
diers dressed in combat gear 
streamed into the predominan- 
tly-Arab walled old city armed 
with assault rifles and automatic 
weapons. Many carried back- 
packs and bedding, apparently 
for setting up temporary camps 
inside the ancient walls. 

Closed 

The Army announced that the 
entire Gaza Strip was closed 
effective at 9 pm (1700 GMT) 
today, and that an indefinite cur- 
few was clamped on the coastal 
area’s 650.000 Arab residents. 
The order barred journalists 
from entering Gaza without an 
Army escort. 

The actions did not affect 
Gaza's 6,000 Jewish settlers, who 
were permitted to move freely. 

T roops also barred West Bank 
Palestinians from entering 
Jerusalem, erecting roadblocks 
at all entry points to the city. 
Army officials said the territory’s 
1.4 million Palestinians were 
banned from travelling freely in 
the West Bank and had to remain 
in their own areas. 

A reporter saw three check- 
points on the Bethlehem- 
Jenisalem highway turning away 
Jerusalem-bound cars with blue 
West Bank license plates. 

In an unusual practice, troops 
also questioned drivers of 
yellow-plated Israeli cars and in 
one instance ordered an Arab 
Labourer riding in a cart with his 
Israeli employer to stay behind. 

Dozens of riot police patrolled 
the narrow alleys of Bethlehem 


and two Army jeeps escorted 
each Israeli bus passing through 
■ the biblical city. 

An Army spokesman said 
journalists were free to enter the 
West Bank, but state-run Israeli 
Radio reported Defence Mini- 
ster Yitzhak Rabin was consider- 
ing banning media from the area. 

A number of journalists were 
turned back today from the West 
Bank cities - 

At checkpoints outside 
Ramallah, troops barred 
residents from feaving for 
Jerusalem and soldiers on foot 
checked identity cards. 

Arab reports said the Army 
disconnected the loudspeakers 
of seven mosques in the Gaza 
Strip in an attempt to prevent 
Muslim preachers from reaching, 
a large number of worshippers 
during Friday noon prayers. 

Throughout the occupied 
areas, hundreds of Palestinian 
activists were rounded up over- 
night, Arab reports said. In the 
West Bank refugee camps of 
Kalandia, Jelazoun and Al 
Amari, brief curfews were 
imposed while the arrests were 
made. 
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Refinery 
blaze kills 
22 Indians 

BOMBAY, Nov 1 1, (AP): After 
a searing 27-hour battle, firefigh- 
ters yesterday extinguished a 
blaze that killed 22 people at an 
oil refinery, officials said. 

Thirty-one people remained 
hospitalised with bums and 
injuries suffered in the fire that 
broke out at midday on Wednes- 
day. Twelve of them were listed 
in critical condition. 

R.K. Gajree, chairman of the 
government-owned Bharat 
Petroleum Corp. Ltd., said 17 
bodies had been identified but 
five others were loo badly burned 
to establish the victims' names. 

“People were seen running 
when the fire began. Everyone in 
the way was burned,” he said. 

Gajree said the cause of the fire 
had not been determined. “It 
could be a cigarette or anything 
else,*' he said. “Three loud 
explosions were heard, but they 
could have been caused by flam- 
mable vapour.” 

The fire started al a naphtha 
lank and spread to two other 
tanks. Gajree said the blaze des- 
troyed the refinery's aromatic 
unit and at times spread to con- 
necting pipelines. Naphtha is a 
highly flammable liquid vital to 
the petrochemical industry. 


In addition to that document, 
the Palestine National Council is 
to debate and pass a “political 
statement” or programme laying 
down plaits for achievement of 
independence, in part through 
application to the UN for mem- 
bership, Palestinian sources said. 

Resolve 

There now is agreement not to 
declare a provisional govern- 
ment as considered at one point 
the sources said. PLO leaders 
believe that step would best be 
taken when they have obtained 
the convention of a Middle East 
peace conference to resolve the 
Palestinian problem. 

Most deputies had arrived in 
Algiers by this afternoon though 
there was speculation that 
deputies in Syria might not 
receive exit visas from Damascus 
authorities. 

PLO spokesman Ahmed 
Abdur Rahman told reporters 
the Syrian-based members of the 
PNC number about 30. Other 
PLO officials put their number at 

They include the rebel wing of 
Arafat’s Fatah movement, the 
Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine-General Command

Abbreviating 
Prophet’s name 
is sacrilege 

ISLAMABAD, Nov 11, 
(Reuter): Pakistan said yester- 
day that abbreviating the name 
of the Prophet Mohammad 
(PBUH) was a sacrilege which 
must be avoided at all costs. 

“Each and every Muslim is 
supposed to uphold the virtue 
and holiness attached to this 
name since the very concept is a 
part of our faith,” the Religious 
Affairs Ministry said in a 
statement. 

It said spelling Mohammad as 
Mohd — a common practice in 
Pakistan — was not only 
sacrilegious but also implied a 
desa notification of the Prophet’s 
name. 

Many Muslims have Moham- 
mad as one of their names.

Sri Lankan police 
fire at 

protesters killing 16 

COLOMBO, Nov 11, (Agen- 
cies): Sixteen people were shot 
dead, 28 wounded and 2.000 
detained yesterday in a national 
protest day called by Marxist 
rebels trying to overthrow the Sri 
Lanka government, security 
sources today said. 

The government warned again 
today that demonstrators would 
be shot on sight after thousands 
of protesters yesterday ignored a 
curfew and warning shots. 

More than 2,000 demons- 
trators and a number of activists 
who incited workers to strike 
have been detained and are being 
questioned to determine if they 
are members of the Marxist Peo- 
ple’s Liberation Front (JVP), the 
sources said. 

A government statement said: 

'The public are warned against 
partippating in illegal demon- 
strations, violating curfews and 
inciting workers in work places.

“Any persons committing 
such acts will be shot on sight by 
the security forces.” 

The government said hun- 
dreds of workers who did not 
report for work yesterday in 
essential services would be 
sacked. 

President Junius Jayewardene 
today issued an emergency 
decree threatening people con- 
victed of instigating strikes, prin- 
ting and publishing death threats 
with capital punishmenL 
Possession of leaflets or pos- 
ters calling for strikes also could 
be punishable by death, the 
President’s office announced: 

It issued copies of the decree 
after shops and businesses 
reopened following tbe four-day 
strike called by Sinhalese 
extremists. 


Tbe Marxist rebels mounted 
violent street demonstrations 
and organised a crippling strike 
yesterday demanding the 
immediate resignation of Jay- 
ewardene and his government. 

Thousands of tourists are leav- 
ing the country. 

Threats 

The front, composed mainly 
of majority Sinhalese youths, 
backed the strike call with death 
threats. Senior military officials 
said it planned to topple Jay- 
ewardene’s 1 1 -year-old govern- 
ment before Dec 19 presidential 
elections. 

New laws, called "Prevention 
of Threat of Death Regula- 
tions," state that anyone who 
possesses or prints any document 
containing a statement or picture 
that constitutes a threat of death 
will be guilty of an offence. 

They would then be tried in 
court and if convicted could be 
punished with death, it said. The 
same applied to anyone who 
published or distributed such 
documents. 

The penalty would also be 
meted to anybody who 
threatened with death another 
person to resign from a political 
party or trade union or induced 
government workers to stop 
work. 

Sources in Jayewardene’s 
United National Party (UNP) 
said a meeting of ruling party 
Legislators discussed demands 
for the government's resignation 
and dissolution of Parliament by 
JVP extremists. 

Prime Minister Ranasingha 
Premadasa, the party's nominee 
in Dec 19 presidential polls, 
reiterated a previous refusal to 
accept the demands unless the

Crowd applauds Benazir 
at biggest campaign rally 


RAWALPINDI, Nov 11, 
(Agencies): Cheering supporters 
of Benazir Bhutto climbed trees 
and railings at the biggest rally of 
Pakistan's general election cam- 
paign to hear her predict she will 
win next week. 

A crowd estimated by journal- 
ists at about 100.000 roared out 
their devotion to the 35-year-old 
leader of the Pakistan People’s 
Party (PPP) at an emotional rally 
in Rawalpindi last nighL 

“The rising sun..." screamed 
the cheerleader. “Benazir..." the 
crowd bellowed back, amid a 
forest of waving flags. “Prime 
minister?” — “Benazir", her foll- 
owers responded. 

“Your government has only 
six days left,” she warned mini- 
sters who dominate the anti-Ben- 


azir Islamic Democratic Alliance 
(IDA). 

Voting in Pakistan's first 
party-based elections for 11 
years is next Wednesday but 
campaigning must end by 5pm 
(1200 GMT) on Monday. 

Western and Pakistani jour- 
nalists estimated Benazir drew at 
least three times as many people 
as a rally addressed by IDA 
leaders on Sunday, also in 
Rawalpindi's Liaquat Park. 

She is capping her campaign 
with a sweep through Punjab 
province, Pakistan's political 
heartland, ending with a rally in 
Lahore on Sunday. 

Nawaz Sharif, one of three 
IDA candidates tipped for prime 
minister, was equally confident 
of victory. Campaigning in cen- 


tral Punjab, he predicted a land- 
slide win for the alliance. 

He pledged to stamp out crime 
and introduce public hangings 
for terrorists. The IDA is also 
ending its campaign with a rally 
in Lahore on Sunday. 

“We’re going to win, with an 
overall majority in the National 
Assembly,” former Prime Mini- 
ster Mohammad Khan Junejo, 
another IDA leader, said on a 
swing through rural Punjab. 
"The next few days are very 
important." 

The IDA campaign has picked 
up steam after aslow start. But its 
rallies lade the almost religious . 
fervour aroused by Benazir.

UK, Iran restore 
diplomatic ties 


LONDON, Nov 11, (AP): 
Britain and Iran restored full 
diplomatic relations yesterday 
renewing hopes for tbe release of 
British hostages held by pro- 
Iranian Islamic extremists in 
Lebanon. 

The Foreign Office announ- 
ced a resumption of diplomatic 
links following talks in Vienna 
between Sir David Myers, its ass- 
istant Undersecretary of State 
for Middle Eastern Affairs, and 
Dr Mahmoud Vaezi, director- 
general of Iran’s Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. 

Relations between the two 
countries soured in May 1987 
after an Iranian envoy was arres- 
ted on shoplifting charges in 
Manchester, northern England, 
and a British diplomat was 
assaulted by militants in Tehran. 

Imply 

Mohammad - Basti, Iran's 
charge d’affaires and lone 
diplomat in Britain throughout 
the breakdown, hinted that the 
thaw in relations could speed the 
release of Britons held hostage in 
Beirut 

Basti said the hostage issue 
had not arisen in the negotia- 
tions, but added in a BBC 
interview that “if you are trying 
to imply that the new relation- 
ship between Iran and Britain 
may contribute to that end. I'm 
not going to deny that” 

Archbishop of Canterbury 
Robert Runde, whose envoy 
Terry Waite disappeared in 
Lebanon in January 1987 while 


trying to negotiate freedom for 
two American hostages, also was 
asked whether renewed ties 
would help the hostages. 

“Certainly this cannot do any 
harm,” he said. “We must wait 
and see. This is welcome news. 
After all tbe purpose of this 
diplomacy is to make it easy for 
governments to talk to each 
other.” 

Foreign Secretary Sir Geof- 
frey Howe said the hostages' 
plight was not included in the 
discussions. 

Agenda 

‘There's no bargain or secret 
he told the BBC, but 
that the thaw enabled 
Britain '‘more effectively to press 
the case at every opportunity for 
the Iranians to use all the 
influence they have got to secure 
the release of hostages ” 

A Foreign Office statement 
said Iran and Britain had dedded 
to resume full diplomatic 
representation “with immediate 
effect based on reciprocity, 
mutual respect and non-inter- 
ference in each others’ affairs.” 

A diplomatic source in Lon- 
don, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said the agreement 
allowed for up to 1 6 diplomats in 
each country to assume posts 
over the next several months. 

He said an application had 
been made to the Iranian auth- 
orities for a visa for Gordon 
Pirie, a 51 -year-old diplomat, 
who would become temporary 
charge d'affaires. 


Gulf peace talks adjourn 


Sick POWs to be 
home by year-end 


GENEVA, Nov 1 1, (Agencies): 
All sick and wounded prisoners 
of the Gulf war will be home by 
the end of the year under an 
agreement signed today, the only 
tangible result of two weeks of 
intensive peace talks between 
Iran and Iraq. 

The International Committee 
of the Red Cross (ICRC) 
announced the deal to swap all 
such prisoners between Nov 20 
andDec31. 

Realise _ 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Tareq. 
Aziz also showed ICRC 
president Cornelio Sommaruga 
three thick envelopes with names 
of all the Iranian prisoners it 
bolds — but said he would turn 
them over only if Iran did the 
same. 

The accord, negotiated by the 
two rivals directly with the 
ICRC, was announced hours 
after UN mediator Jan Eliasson 
adjourned peace talks and said 


no major progress had been 
made. 

“I hope very much that both 
sides realise the importance of 
keeping this process going for- 
ward,” the Swedish envoy told a 
news conference. “On the major 
issues confronting us, we have 
not been able to achieve a break- 
through or major progress.” 

The UN team of mediators 
had provided compromise sug- 
gestions to the parties, he said, 
“but I again want to stress that 
the main responsibility lies with 
the parties.” 

The two sides remained far 
apart on the issue of a troop 
withdrawal to international bor- 
ders, the exchange of all 1 00,000 
prisoners of wax and other ques- 
tions such as who started the 
eight-year-old war. 

Parallel to the direct talks at 
the UN European headquarters, 
Iranian and Iraqi delegations

Reagan, Bush set wheels 
in motion for transition 


WASHINGTON, Nov 11, 
(Agencies): President Reagan 
has given president-elect George 1 
Bush a boost in his transition to 

E ower by asking the cabinet and 
undreds of other top officials 
for letters of resignation to free 
Bush's hand in picking his own 
team. White House officials said. 

They said this was agreed to at 
a meeting yesterday between 
Reagan and Bush, who later in 
the day went to Florida fora long 
weekend. 

White House Chief of Staff 
Kenneth Duberstein then ins- 
tructed cabinet secretaries and 
agency chiefs to give Reagan 
undated letters of resignation 
saying they are ready to leave “at 
the pleasure of the President" 
Inauguration 

Such a step is not unpreceden- 
ted as a tool in government tran- 
sitions and the officials, who 
asked not to be identified, said 
many of those asked to resign 
would probably stay on the job 
well after Bush's Jan 20 
inauguration to ease the orderly 
transfer of power. 

All would also be free to seek a 
new appointment in the Bush 
administration. 

The Republican vice- 
president who beat Democrat 
Michael Dukakis, in Tuesday's 
presidential election, got a fast 
start on the transition on Wed- 
nesday by naming his old friend 
and ex-Treasury Secretary James 
Baker to be his Secretary of 
State. 


That choice won widespread 
praise even among Democrats 
and there was speculation Bush 
might want to keep Treasury 
Secretary Nicholas Brady, 
Attorney General Dick Thorn- 
burgh and perhaps some others 
from Reagan's cabinet. 

Reminded 

The Bush transition office 
officially opens for business on 
Monday, but the telltale signs 
already were in place in a rented 
suite of offices a few blocks from 
the White House. Security 
guards erected metal detectors 
• and a desk was set up at the 
entrance where a volunteer 
collected resumes from job-seek- 
ers. 

Reagan and Bush were 
applauded as they walked 
together into a cabinet meeting. 
Fitzwater quoted Reagan as say- 
ing, “we don't even argue over

Dozens of armed police 
officers separated the two 
groups. No one was injured and 
there were no arrests. 

Chief election commissioner 
S.A. N us rat appealed to parties 
to keep the peace during cam- 
paigning. “The eyes of the entire 
free world are focussed on us/’he 
told a news conference in 
Islamabad. 

The Supreme Court said it 
would decide tomorrow whether 
to hear a government appeal on 
identity cards. 

The Lahore high court accep- 
ted a petition from a PPP can- 
didate and struck down a govern- 
ment order that the cards are 
required to vote. 

Benazir, in her speech, charged 
authorities were issuing Afghan 
refugees with Pakistani identity 
cards, allowing them to vote in 
the elections. 

The controversy over identity 
cards has emerged as the main 
issue of the election campaign. 


had conducted regular meetings

Aziz, speaking to reporters 
after signing the agreement on 
the sick prisoners, said the 1949 
third Geneva Convention bound 
Iran to provide the names of all 
prisoners, even during war. 

“I told him (Sommaruga) we 
are prepared to deliver the list the 
moment the Iranian side does the 
same. We hope the other side will 
reciprocate. Article 122 (of the 
convention) makes it 
obligatory.” 

Stopped 

Under the ICRC agreement, 
the two sides will begin on Nov 20 
returning the prisoners that were 
registered with the ICRC before 
the arrangement stopped two 
years ago — 411 Iranians and 
1.158 Iraqis. That is to take 
about three weeks. 

The ICRC must be able to 
start registering all other sick 
prisoners by Dec 5 and be able to 
complete, repatriating them by 


Dec31. 

Delegates said the decision to 
exchange the sick prisoners had 
improved the atmosphere of the 
negotiations, which Eliasson 
described as constructive, sober 
and positive.

^Red Army to fight monarchy 



TOKYO, Nov 11, (AP): The 
Japan Red Army terrorist group 
has declared it will launch a fight 
against Japan’s imperial system 
the day ailing Emperor Hirohito 
dies, police said on Thursday. 

The extremist group made the 
threat in a statement sent from an 
unknown hideout in the Middle 
East, said a police official, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity. 

A copy of the statement 
provided by police called on the 
Japanese people to “rise up and 
fight using every means and tac- 
tic to crush the emperor system” 
when Hirohito dies. “We of the 
Japan Red Army will resolutely 
join the struggle from where we 
are,” said the statement, dated 
Oct 1. 


Meanwhile, palace officials 
said 87-year-ola Emperor Hiro- 
hito, bedridden since Sept 19, 
had a fever of 37.5 C <99.5 F) late 
Thursday afternoon but other- 
wise was temporarily in stable 
condition following a major set- 
back in his health earlier this 
week. The emperor's normal 
temperature is about 35.5C (95.9 
F)- 

The Japan Red Army was 
active in the 1970s after about 30 
members fled to the Middle East, 
which they called the centre of a 
world revolution. A series of 
attacks and hijackings by the 
group included the Lod Mas- 
sacre in Israel in 1972 that left 28 
people dead. 

The statement also charged 
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the emperor system was the foun- 
dation of Japanese imperialism 
before and during Worm War II. 

The militarists who ran the 
country during the war invoked 
Hirohito as inspiration for 
attacks that once put most of east 
Asia under Japanese control. 

The statement accused the 
Japanese' government of plan- 
ning to reimpose imperialism 
through a surge of “man- 
ipulated” nationalism during a 
post-Hirohito transition. 

Japan's postwar constitution 
forbids the use of military force 
and defines the emperor as “the 
symbol cf the state" with no real 
political power. Before the war, 
the emperor was considered a 
living god. 


Government officials have 
ruled out the possibility that 
rightists will be able to open 
debate on revising the constitu- 
tion after Hirohito’s death, even 
though they have gained some 
public support from the outflow 
of sympathy over his illness. 

Police officials said on Thurs- 
day they fear the Red Army 
threat might encourage radical 
groups in .Japan who have 
attacked the imperial palace with 
homemade firebombs and rock- 
ets several times in recent years. 

They said they are particularly 
concerned that an imperial fun- 
eral would offer an opportunity 
for radical attacks because many 
members of the imperial family 
would be gathered together. 



Food supply outlook 
improving in Asia 


WASHINGTON, Nov 11, 
(Reuter): A faster- than -expected 
recovery from drought in India 
has helped reduce expected 
shortfall supplies in developing 
nations, the US Agriculture 
Department said. 

“The food outlook looks bet- 
ter,” said Ray Nightingale, a 

“Bm^we 11 still have^ very high 
needs.” 

To maintain normal food con- 
sumption rates in 55 developing 
nations, other nations must don- 
ate 1 7.5 million metric tonnes of 
grain, the department estimated 
in a quarterly report. 

The shortfall is equal to 5.5 per 
cent of the developing nations' 
production. 

The department in August 


estimated the shortfall at 19.5 
milli on tonnes. 

India was able to quickly add 
to grain stocks depleted by the 
1987 drought, and its crop this 
year is bountiful. Nightingale 
said. The estimate of Asia's food 
shortfall fell from 8.2 million 
tonnes in August to six million in 
the November report. 

However, he said, the floods in 
Bangladesh severely damaged 
this year's crop. 

Analysts had thought that 
locusts m Africa would damage 
crops and increase the conti- 
nent's food shortfall. Nightin- 
gale said. 

But plentiful rains gave the 
insects plenty of other food to 
eat, ana the shortfall estimate 
rose only slightly for November, 
to 9.4 from 9.2 million tonnes.

Cairo airport authorities 
arrested the two Kuwaiti tea- 
chers on Nov 1 . They were retur- 
ning home from duty in Mali via 
Cairo.

The Kuwaiti embassy in the 
Egyptian capital immediately 
intervened to free the two and 
verified that the passport was 
legal and valid.

Authority prepared for more locusts 


KUWAIT, Nov 1 1, (KUNA): A 
ranking official at the Public 
Authority for Agriculture 
Affairs and Fish Resources has. 
said that Kuwait is likely to be 
swarmed with locusts, especially 
in case of rainfall and increasing 
humidity. 

Ahmed AI Naqib, deputy 
director-general for technical 
affairs at the authority, added 
that preparations for a possible 
locust invasion are in full swing, 
as the various insecticides are 
ready for use. 

AI Naqib affirmed that the 
insecticides to be sprayed by the 
authority have no serious effects 
on h umans and is sanctioned by 
the World Health Organisation 
(WHO). 

Poisonous 

However, he reiterated warn- 
ings against eating the locusts, 
which might arrive in the country 
from Africa where they were 
sprayed with poisonous 
materials. 

He noted that the authority 
has set up 22 ground squads to 
spray the insecticides and survey 
Kuwait's northern and southern 
areas. 

AI Naqib said that the autho- 


ority asked Iraq for choppers for 
the purpose of spraying. Kuwait 
also requested three planes from 
Pakistan, expected to arrive 
today, to help fight the locusts. 

Meanwhile a senior United 
Nations official warned that 
locust swarming into southern 
Iraq could pose a serious threat 
to crops if they are allowed to 
breed. 

Serious 

Farouq AI Desouki, director 
of the UN Food and Agriculture 
Organisation, (FAO) told the 
Associated Prats on Thursday 
that “a very serious situation per- 
sists with continued swarm- - 
migrations from Saudi Arabia." 

Desouki said that Iraq is des- 
troying the crop-devouring 
insects in its southern provinces 
adjoining Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait, bur that widespread hat- 
ching of a new generation could 
threaten farmland there. 

He said more locusts could be 
swept in directly from Africa are 
blowing past Saudi Afabia. 

The locust invasion which 
blew across the Red Sea from 
Ethiopia and Sudan into the 
Arabian peninsula is thought to 
be the worst in 25 years. 


Huge douds of locusts, some 
measuring 150 kilometres long 
and 20 kilometres wide, (94 miles 
long and 12 1/2 miles wide) have 
been reported in Saudi Arabia 
including Jeddah, Madinah and 
the Hejaz region. The swarms 
covered an estimated 6,000 
square kilometres (2,316 square 
miles), according to FAO 
reports. 

Desouki said the Saudi gover- 
nment is successfully eradicating 
the swarms but warned the anti- 
locust measures must be contuir 
ued. He said the kingdom is 
working with /the FAO and 
. neighbouring^ ^countries in 
providing pesticides and planes' 
for spraying. 

Measures 

Locusts can eat twice their 
body-weight every day. so the 
swarms are often sprayed with 
insecticide to prevent them from 
reaching agricultural areas. 

Iraq's Minister of Agriculture 
and Irrigation Karim Hassan 
Ridha on Wednesday finished 
touring areas affected by the 
locust invasion. He was quoted 
on state-run television as saying 
all necessary measures were 
taken to contain the invasion. 


Labourers union

THE 5th Kuwait Labourers 
Union Conference will be held 
today to discuss future plans of 
the Kuwaiti labour movement, 
according to AI Hijailan, the 
chairman of the union. 

The Kuwaiti labour 
movement is young but, it is very 
active in local, Arab and inter- 
national labour issues, the 
official said. 

He added that the union is 
opposed to the new labour law to 
be issued shortly. The Ministry 
of Social Affairs and Labour did 
not seek the union's opinions 
while drafting Lhe law nor did it 
provide a copy of the new labour 
law, AI Hijailan said. 

The union still stands by its 
demands for the rights of 
labourers as explained to 
relevant authorities. The union 
has upheld the rights of 
expatriate labourers and assisted 
in solving their disputes with, 
contracting companies.

KARACHI. Pakistan, (Reuter): 
In the depths of Sind, peasants 
thresh their wheat by .beating 
small sheaves onto logs of wood 
so that the grain falls onto the 
ground behind.

Future appears sombre 
for Afghanistan

MOSCOW: As the future of the 
Soviet-backed Afghan regime in 
Kabul comes to look increa- 
singly sombre, Moscow's atten- 
tion is shifting to one of the 
regime's most effective oppon- 
ents — Ahmed Shah Massoud. 

Soviet Afghan watchers say 
that Massoud. a member of the 
minority Tajik ethnic group, 
would have difficulty establish- 
ing himself as overall Afghan 
leader. But they fed that Mas- 
soud will at the least emerge as a 
major regional force. 

Massoud is “very much res- 
pected among the Soviet military 
commanders." says Artem 
Borovik, a journalist who is writ- 
ing a history of the Afghan war. 
He is “bright and diplomatic. His 
men have good equipment and 
the best hospitals." and also has a 
“fantastic” network of under- 
ground command bunkers. 
Moreover. Borovik says, Mas- 
soud keeps his word. Offering 
what he stressed was his personal 
point of view. Borovik 
remarked. “1 think he’s a good 
person to negotiate with." But. 
he added, “I know people who 
disagree with me." 

Massoud 's home base in the 
Panjshair Valley covers the 
major north-south highway out 
of Kabul, as well as two oil 
pipelines leading to the Soviet 
Union. The northern Panjshair 
has proved impregnable lo 
Soviet forces. Borovik says that 
nearly every year since 1979 the 
Soviet 40th Army has launched a 
major offensive against Mas- 
spud's strongholds. They have 
never broken his grip. 
Ceasefire 

Perhaps as a result, the Soviet 
forces in the area have on several 
occasions since 19S3 negotiated 
ceasefires with Massoud. Wes- 
tern sources say that he was paid 
the equivalent of 5250,000 by the 
Soviets for the first truce. They 
add that he used the money to re- 
equip his troops. 

Massoud's officers include an 
unusually high proportion of 


graduates from Moscow's 
Frunze Military Academy, 
Borovik says. There is. he adds, a 
rumour that Massoud himself 
studied at the academy under an 
assumed name. Borovik also des- 
cribes him as unusually well ver- 
sed in Lhe classics or guerrilla 
warfare: Bases captured from 
him have yielded studies of 
unconventional war in such 
diverse places as Vietnam and the 
Soviet Byelorussian front during 
World War II. 

Since mid- April, Massoud has 
had remarkably good press in the 
Soviet Union, on April 12, three 
days before the Geneva accords 
on a Soviet pullout were con- 
cluded, one newspaper described 
how Soviet troops had contacted 
Massoud. proposing a local 
ceasefire. Massoud agreed, the 
paper said. And recently the 
Communist Party daily, Pravda, 
described how its correspondent 
had tried — and almost suc- 
ceeded — in interviewing troops 
loyal to Massoud. 

Pessimism 


The attention being paid to 
Massoud is symptomatic of the 
deep pessimism that pervades 
Soviet analyses of Afghanistan. 

A major Soviet operation at 
the start of this year around the 
Afghan border towh'of-Khost 
gained time for the Kabul 
regime, Soviet sources say. (At 
the time Soviet sources insisted 
that the operation was primarily 
Afghan. But the top Soviet com- 
manders — Gen. Valentin 
Varennikov and Lt Gen. Boris 
Gromov — have since been given 
the highest Soviet award, repor- 
tedly for their part in the cam- 
paign.) 

Instead of making use of the 
lime thus gained, one Soviet 
observer complained, the gov- 
ernment of President Najibullah 
has slipped even further into fac- 
tional fighting. For their part, 
senior members of the Afghan 
ruling party are reportedly bit- 
terly critical of Moscow's deter- 
mination to pull out on schedule 
—by Feb 15, 1989.

WASHINGTON: The final tally 
on the “Reagan doctrine" — 
supporting a variety of Third 
World insurgencies against left- 
ist regimes — is not in. But it is 
not too early to draw some ten- 
tative lessons. 

The experience in four areas — 

Afghanistan, Angola, Kampu- 
chea and Nicaragua — indicates 


that as long as Washington's 
goals are explicit, practical, and 


enjoy a political consensus at 
home, the insurgency tactic can 
be effective. If these elements are 
not present, there can be a 
debilitating domestic political 
toil. 

But an insurgency is by defini- 
tion a dirty war, in which 
civilians suffer disproportion- 
ately. If American assistance lo 
the insurgents bad not been 
given, this loll would undoub- 
tedly be lower — perhaps sig- 
nificantly so. 

But the inevitable price would 
bave been to concede outright 
victory to the Soviets in at least 
the short run. And ironically, the 
cases in which de-escaJation is 
most visible are those in which 
the Soviet Union has the most 
influence. Moscow is the power 
that has the political will to 
produce flexibility, not Hanoi or 
Havana, although theirs may be 
the troops directly backing leftist 
governments. Any realistic prog- 
nosis must take this factor into 
account. The benefits to the US. 

Support 

The support of anti-commun- 
ist insurgencies has been seen by 
current United States' 
policymakers as a middle ground 
between passive acceptance of a 
series of communist takeovers 
and the direct engagement of US 
troops. 


Insurgency support is cheap. 
A pure cost-benefit analysis 
shows that a relatively minor 
Input in terms of resources, 
money, and training can deal a 
Wow to governments within the 
Soviet sphere of influence. 
According to several ex- 
intelligence officers, start-up 
insurgency support often 
requires only between S10 
million to SIS million per year. 
The highest sums reportedly 
given to the Afghan resistance in 
recent years are only in the range 
of S350 million a year. To deploy 
US troops for the same end 
would be politically impossible, 
militarily foolhardy, and mon- 
etarily prohibitive. 

Successful insurgencies 
require identification with the 
majority nationalist sentiment in 
the disputed country. If not, they 
will be perceived by the populace 
as a foreign creation, and not 
enjoy the mass support required 
to succeed. 

The Afghan guerrillas dearly 
enjoy such identification, even if 
their countrymen's loyalties are 
divided among various resis- 
tance organisations. But the 
Contra rebels fighting the San- 
dmista government have never 
developed a similar political 
base or identification with 
Nicaraguan nationalist sen- 
timent, particularly in urban 
areas.

Once the rebels are seen as 
having achieved Washington's 
goals, the issue of continued sup- 
port or demobilisation comes up 
— especially when the ultimate 
insurgent goal of seizing the reins 
of power has not been obtained.

In the words of one senior 
American ex-official: “The 
Reagan doctrine has fulfilled its 
historic mission. Once the Brezh- 
nev doctrine proclaiming tbe 
irreversibility of Soviet advances 
had proven fallible at least once, 
and is being disproven elsewhere, 
the attractiveness to Moscow of 
such expansionist policies plum- 
meted dramatically." 

We may, in short, have witnes- 
sed in the Reagan doctrine a 
phenomenon of the 1980s which 
wUl not be required after current 
hot-spots cool. In the poim- 
counterpoint of international 
strategy, both superpowers have 
won arid lost at the game ofinsur- 
gency. And both have come to 
understand the vulnerability of 
shaky Third World client-states 
to destabilisation efforts of the 
other. 

For the West, this knowledge 
has been clear since the start of 
the Cold War. For Moscow, it 
may have been the events of the 
past half-decade, including the 
Reagan doctrine, which brought 
Lhe awakening.

Attacks may slow down Soviet pullout 


Afghan rebels asked to 
make careful moves 


WASHINGTON, Nov 11, 
(Reuter): America's military 
chief said that Afghan rebels 
should conader whether their 
increasing attacks on Soviet 
troops might serve only to slow 
down the Soviet withdrawal 
from Afghanistan. 

The stepped up attacks have 
led the Soviet Union to suspend 
its pull-out from a country it 
invaded in 1979 and raised ques- 
tions whether they will leave by 
Feb IS as promised in accords 
reached last spring. 

Admiral William Crowe, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, said in an interview that be 
believed the Soviet Union would 
adhere to the February deadline 
but noted: “We are talking about 
a very fluid military situation.” 

In the interview with Reuters 
and the international television 
agency Visnews, Crowe was 
asked whether he would advise 
the Afghan mujahedeen to allow 
the Soviet forces to depart 
peaceably or to hinder their with- 
drawal by attacking. 

“I would advise the muja- 
hedeen to make very careful cal- 
culations in their own interests,” 
Crowe said. “I suspect they see 
the world differently than I do. 

“I think they have some 
incompatible problems bere. 
Obviously they have not 


appreciated the Soviet inter- 
ference and intervention in their 
country. They want to harm the 
Soviets. They want the Soviets to 
pay the price.” 

Earlier a Soviet Foreign Min- 
istry spokesman said that the 
Soviet decision to suspend with- 
drawal of its soldiers from Afgh- 
anistan is a bid to ensure the 
Geneva troop withdrawal 
agreement is obeyed fully. 

“We are doing everythi ng pos- 
sible to implement the Geneva 
accords in all their elements,” 
spokesman Vadim Perfiliev told 
a regular news briefing. 

“In connection with that, we 
have taken some steps to ensure 
the implementation of the Gen- 
eva accords in full force, includ- 
ing the withdrawal of the Soviet 
soldiers by Feb 1 5,” he said. “We 
surely hope that by that date, Feb 
IS, the pullout will be com- 
pleted.” 

The Soviet Union and Afgh- 
anistan charge that the supply of 
weapons to the guerrillas by the 
United States and Pakistan is a 
violation of the agreement, sig- 
ned on April 14. 

When he announced the susp- 
ension last Friday, First Deputy 
Foreign Minister Alexander Bes- 
smertnykh said the Soviets 
would abide by the agreement as 
long as the other sides did. 


Meanwhile, Afghan Prime 
Minister Mohammad Hassan 
Sharq has condemned the US 
supply of weapons to anti-gov- 
ernment rebels and called for an 
international conference to 
demilitarise the embattled 

nation. 

Sharq also said at a news con- 
ference at UN headquarters that 
his government is “earnestly 
hopeful" that the now-suspen- 
ded Soviet troop withdrawal can 
be completed by the Feb 15 
deadline in the UN-mediated 
Afghanistan agreement 

But Sharq indicated that com- 
plete, on-time withdrawal 
depends on whether Pakistan 
and the United States honour the 
agreement and stop supplying 
arms to the anti-government 
Afghan rebels. 

Sharq, who does not belong to 
the governing Communist Party, 
also said he envisages a neutral, 
Islamic Afghanistan in which 
“there could be no discussion of 
Marxism.” 

He also said his government 
probably would propose a 
Security Council meeting to dis- 
cuss how to halt arms supplies by 
Pakistan and the United States to 
the Afghan rebels. 

UN officials said there had 
been no formal request for a 
Security Council meeting.

The row between South Africa 
and Lhe Soviet Union broke after 
comments by Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Anatoly 
Adamisbin. who had three hours 
of informal talks with US, Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Chester 
Crocker yesterday. 

Adamishin told a news con- 
ference that he was optimistic 
about a settlement “possibly 
even in this round of talks.” 

Controversy 

He offered to become directly 
involved in the peace process “if 
all the parties want the Soviet 
Union to take a more direct part 
in the talks.” 

But he condemned Pretoria’s 
insistence on setting a timetable 
for withdrawal before starting 
the run-up to Namibian elec- 
tions. 

“Cuba and Angola have 
already shown goodwill for 
something that South Africa 
should have done long ago,” 
Ad amis hin said in comments 
translated by an interpreter. 

“South Africa should not be 
that finicky about the issue of a 
total withdrawal of Cuban 


troops. Let South Africa show 
some more goodwill.” 

Van Heerden accused Mos- 
cow of trying to stir controversy 
before the formal talks even star- 
ted. He said Pretoria had pulled 
its troops out unilaterally from 
Angola and offered two dates, 
now lapsed, for a start to the 
Namibian independence pro- 
cess. 

“What we want to know is 
what more can be expected from 
South Africa." he said. 

Crocker was due to begin a 
series of bilateral meetings with 
the parties in a Geneva hold 
today — the first since the seven- 
month-old peace talks stalled in 
New York six weeks ago over the 
timing ofthe Cuban withdrawal 

South Africa said last month 
that it was flexible about the 
latest US proposal on a timeta- 
ble- But Cuba and Angola 
ignored an agreed deadline of 
Oct 12 to respond to it. 

One South Airican negotiator 
said his side had come to the talks 
in a positive stale of mind. “We 
rather expect this to be some- 
thing of a new ball game,” he 
said. 


New legislation to open way for 
multi-party system in Hungary 


BUDAPEST, Nov 1 1, (Reuter): 
Hungarians will have the right to 
form political parties under a 
new law going to parliament next 
month. Justice Minister Kalman 
Kulcsar said on Thursday. 

Hungary’s Co mmunis t Party, 
the Hungarian Socialist Work- 
ers’ Party, has held a monopoly 
of power since suppressing all 
other parties in 1948. 

“The bill on the right of 
association sets down the private 
persons and legal entities may set 
up political parties, trade unions, 
interest representations and 
other social organisations,” the 
Hungarian 1 ' news ' agency MTI 
^quoted Kitjcsajijis saying after a 

.cabmet meeting-. 

Positive move 

A further law yet to be worked 
out would determine the role of 
political parties and would be 
included in a new constitution 
expected to be worked out by 
1990. 


“If approved by parliament 
the law will imply the recognition 
of the multi-party system.” the 
official agency quoted him as 
telling Hungarian journalists. 

A Western diplomat described 
it as a positive and exciting move, 
but added: “We will have to wait 
to see...” 

It remained to be seen if all the 
independent groups and organ- 
isations that nave sprung up in 
Hungary in recent months would 
be allowed to set up as parties, he 
said. 

Such groups have 
'mushroomed in a more liberal 
political cKmare ushered in on 
May 23.“ when' a special party 
conference replaced veteran gen- 
eral secretary Janos Kadar with 
Prime Minister Karoly Grosz. 

The new groups include the 
Hungarian Democratic Forum, 
a broad movement led by popul- 
ist writers which has already 
announced its intention of back- 


ing candidates for parliament in 
elections due in 1990. 

The authorities have accepted 
the forum’s founding statutes 
agreed in September, but are less 
than happy with a federation of 
young democrats, known as 
Fidesz, and the network of free 
initiatives, which involves 
several leading dissidents.

Nov 1 l.(UPI):lnan 
outburst of Polish patriotism, 
the government today celebrated 
an event the 70th anniversary of 
Polish independence, an event 
thathas been all but ignored for 
40 years. 

“Polish leader Wojciech

' Elliott, 53, had 
been scheduled to stand trial 
Tuesday on one of the 
remaining charges when his 
attorney. Pat Robertson, and 
prosecutors negotiated a plea 
agreement. 

Elliott of Dallas, was sentenced 
to 20 years on seven charges of 
indecency with a child and 
three of aggravated sexual 
assault, and forfeited parental 
rights under terms of the 
agreement. 

“He got to talk to the family and 
say goodbye to all of them,” 
Robertson said. “This takes 
care of all the other 10 cases 
and he gets to appeal his 50- 
year case.” 

Last week, Elliott was sentenced 
to 50 years in prison following 
his conviction of sexual 
assault involving one of the 
children. 

Last year, Elliott was assessed 110 
years in prison after pleading 
guilty to three charges of 
incest involving the three 
daughters. 

Children 

The children range in age from ! 
to 8, and the mothers are bet- 
ween 25 and 30, authorities 
said. 

Assistant district attorney Lynne 
Ann Carts unis said she and 
fellow prosecutor Dorothy 
Reid accepted the plea 
agreement because Elliott 
was willing to forfeit his 
paternal rights, saving them 
that extra legal step. 

“We were concerned about the 
children, having to put all 
those children through one 
trial after another,” Ms Cart- 
sunis said. “We wanted to let 
the family get on with their 
lives without him.”

W. German 

speaker 

resigns 

BONN, Nov 11, (Reuter): The 
speaker of West Germany’s 

Parliament resigned today over a j 
speech he ma deal an anniversary 
of a Nazi pogrom against Jews 
and in which he praised the early 
period of Hitler’s rule, ruling 
party officials said 

Philipp Jenninger, who had 
said Hiller had restored German 
pride and that many Germans 
had thought the Jews deserved to 
be put in their place, told a meet- 
ing of Chancellor Helmut Kohl's 
Christian Democratic Union 
(CDU) of his resignation, they 
said. 

In a statement explaining his 
resignation, Jenninger said he 
deeply regretted if he had hurt 
anybody’s feelings. 

“The reactions to my speech 
yesterday before the German 
Parliament have shocked me. 
and they depress me,” he said. 
“Many listeners did not under- 
stand my speech the way I had 
intended it.” 


WASHINGTON, Nov II, 
(Reuter): The US Air Force has 
unveiled its secret “Stealth” figh- 
ter seven years after development 
began and the Pentagon’s 
military leader says the Soviet 
Union apparently has no such 
weapon in its arsenal. 

Lifting the official silence on 
the programme, the Defence 
Department announced yester- 
day that the first oddly-shaped 
F-l 17A flew in 1981 and that 52 
ofthe planes have been produced 
and deployed at a secret Nevada 
base, flying only at night, since 
1983. 

The Pentagon released a 
photograph of the V-shaped air- 
craft with a split tail and said the 
single-seat, twin-engine jets were 
bum by Lockheed Corp. under a 
super-secret “black pro- 
gramme.” 

The Air Force refused to 
provide even the dimensions of 
the plane, but defence officials 
said its shape and composite con- 
struction materials are designed 


to absorb radar signals or reflect 
a confusing picture to Soviet 
radar operations. 

“I don’t see any indication of 
it," Navy Admiral William 
Crowe told Reuters in an 
interview when asked if the 
Soviet Union had a similar air- 
craft. “Obviously they are 
interested in the technology and 
obviously they have been doing a 
great amount of work on it.” 

Decision 

Crowe said the decision to 
make the announcement was a 
political one and had been made 
to allow the testing programme 
to be expanded to daylight so the 
plane could eventually be 
deployed with US forces. 

“You just can’t do what 
you've got to do and keep the 
programme under cover defin- 
itely. The (secrecy) challenge that 
the Stealth programme presen- 
ted was tremendous ” he told 
Reuters and the international 
television agency Visnews. 


The F-I17A, according to 
published reports, is very 
ungainly in flight and depends on 
its Stealth characteristics rather 
than speed and firepower for 
survival. 

Important 

Analysts said the aircraft 
could be important if war broke 
out between NATO and Warsaw 
Pact forces because the US Air 
Force might be able to strike al 
will against enemy command 
points and reinforcement troops 
headed for the front. 

Captain Matthew Durham, an 
Air Force spokesman, told 
Reuters yesterday that two 
operational aircraft had crashed 
— one on July 11, 1986, near 
Bakersfield, California, and the 
other on Oct 14, 1987, in Nevada. 
Both pilots died. 

The United States also had 
developed a Stealth bomber, the 
B-2. The first of those will be 
rolled out for public view at the 
Northrop Corp. plant in Palm- 
dale, California, on Nov 22.

Tanker crash 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Nov 
1 1 , (UP!): Rescuers held out little 
hope today for 27 crew members 
missing from a British-owned oil 
tanker that broke in two, burned 
and sank in the frigid North 
Adamic. 

Capi. Mort Macdonnell of the 
Halifax Rescue Co-ordination 
Centre said a Canadian Air 
Force plane would continue the 
search today but there was little 
hope any of the crew members 
could have survived. 

“Both sections of the tanker 
have sunk," Macdonnell said 
early today. 'Both lifeboats were 
found and no one was spotted.” 

Special envoys 

MOSCOW, Nov II. (Reuter): 
The Kremlin sent three top- 
ranking special envoys to tne 
Baltic republics today following 
mass protests against proposed 
constitutional reforms, an 
Estonian spokesman said. 

Politburo members Viktor 

Chebrikov, Va dim Medvedev 
and Nikolai Slyunkov were sent 
to Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania 
respectively, said the spokesman 
for the Estonian Popular Front, 
a mass movement involved in 
organising the protests. 

Mitchell dies 

WASHINGTON, Nov 1 1, (AP): 
Former Attorney-General John 
Mitchell died on Wednesday 
evening of a heart attack, a hos- 
pital spokeswoman said. Mit- 
chell was 75. 

Claudia Dominitz, a spokes- 
woman for George Washington 
University hospital, said Mit- 
chell died at 6:27 pm (2327 
GMT). 

The attorney-general is the 
United States* top law-enfor- 
cement official. 

Immigration 

NEW YORK, Nov II, (UPr): 
The new US immigration law 
gives employers a “tool for dis- 
crimination” against anyone 
who looks for sounds foreign 
even if they are not undocumen- 
ted, lawmakers and immigrant 
rights groups said yesterday in 
demanding repeal of provisions 
requiring employers to screen 
workers. 

The community-labour 
immigrant rights coallition and a 
state assembly immigration task 
force said the assembly and New 
York City council are consider- 
ing resolutions urging Congress 
to repeal employer sanction pro- 
visions because they have caused 
widespread, unintended dis- 
crimination. 

Heavy water 

OLSO, Nov 11, (AP): Norway 
may halt exports of heavy water 
that can be used to produce 
nuclear weapons. Foreign Mini- 
ster Thorvald Stoltenbeig told 
parliament yesterday. 

“The issue has not yet been 
handled and approved by the 
government,” Sioltenberg said, 
but it was the cabinet's intention 
to ban the exports. 

Sioltenberg was replying to a 
parliamentary question follow- 
ing reports that Norwegian 
heavy water was diverted to 
India. A shipment sold to West 
Germany in 1982 was re-routed 
to Basel, Switzerland and then to 
Bombay, investigations confir- 
med last week. 

Drugs seized 

BEIRUT, Nov 11, (AP): The 
Lebanese Forces Christian 
militia said yesterday it has 
seized six million dollars’ worth 
of drugs destined for the United 
States, France, Italy and Aus- 
tralia in the nation's biggest ever 
narcotics bust 

A statement by the militia's 
anti-narcotics branch said the 
haul, including 33 pounds (15 
kilograms) of cocaine and heroin 
and three tons of hashish, was 
handed over to the Lebanese 
police. 

Huge diamond 

SYDNEY, Nov 1 1 , (Reuter): An 
Australian oil and mining com- 
pany said today that a huge 
uncut diamond recently dug up 
in the West African country of 
Guinea fetched $8.62 million this 
week. 

The price of the 181.77 carat 
stone equalled $47,400 a carat, 
believed to be the highest price 
per carat ever paid for a rough, 
uncut diamond. Bridge Oil said 
in a statement. 

Endurance record 

MOSCOW, Nov 1 1, (UPI): Two 
Soviet cosmonauts orbiting the 
earth since Dec 21 last year in a 
test of human endurance for 
eventual trips to the planet Mars 
will break their nation's record 
today for the longest manned 
space flight. 

As commander Vladimir 
Titove and flight engineer Musa 
Manarov orbited the earth 
aboard the space station Mir, 
there was some confusion in 
Soviet media as to whether they 
had already broken the record. 
Both Radio Moscow and the 
daily Komsomolskaya Pravda 
said they had already passed the 
326-day record.

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Sandie Shaw: in her prime 


What Jean Shrimpton did for the fashion 
world of the Sixties, Sandie Shaw did for 
music. She’s back on the scene with her first 
album in 20 years being released in a welter 
of hype.

HERS was the figure that laun- 
ched a thousand look-alikes; all 

of them barefoot, bopping, 
swinging manes of dark, frin- 
ged hair, with legs that went on 
forever. 

What Jean Shrimpton did 
for the fashion world of the 
Sixties, Sandie Shaw did for 
pop music. Seeing her now is 
like being caught in a lime 
warp: the face — give or lake a 
wrinkle or three — is still gor- 
geous. 

Recently Hello Angel 

[ Rough Trade), her first album 
in 20 years, is released in a wel- 
ter of Hype: music to put 
goosebumps on your 

goosebumps: the final revela- 
tion of the real Sandie Shaw. 
But hasn't she been this way 
before? No. she says. When she 
was 1 7 she always seemed to be 
recording with old men so now 
it's refreshing, like her second 
youth — well really, it's her first 
because she never had a youth, 
did she? 

Sandie's new career — “It’s 
not a comeback because I'm 
not going back anywhere” — 
is. it seems, due in no small 
measure to a young cult singer 
! almost half her age called Ste- 
• phen Morrissey, who bombar- 
ded her pith fan mail, declaring 
a mad. passionate love. (She 
had never heard of either her 
young suitor or his now defunct 
cult band. The Smiths. ) 

Reclusive 

But Morrissey was a remark- 
ably persuasive young man and 
within months the reclusive 
Sandie had recorded one of his 
songs: the theme was that ofher 
former Sixties love songs but 
with lyrics like: “Hand in glove, 
the sun shines out of our 
behinds.” The popular press 
had a field day; Deadlines like: 
“Sixties Sandie band in glove 
with the rock shockers” were 
splashed alongside photo- 
graphs of a sexy, leather-clad 
Sandie and her young admirer. 


The record sold 20,000 copies 
within three days of its release. 

But that was five years ago. 
She and Mbnissey remain close 
friends — but she has decided 
that musically she's got to do 
her own thing. She describes it 
as heart music. “The music 
industry is run as a business 
now and the easiest thing to sell 
is sex. My music goes against 
the flow." But she says, young 
people aren't as sex mad as we 
used to be: she finds young men 
more willing to admit to their 
1 sensitivity. 

She talks of the concerts she’s 
done for students; how. in the 
jend, she was running out of 
repertoire and just invitiDg 
them backstage to get what 
they wanted, which varied from 
proposals of an unacceptable 
sort to help with a thesis. 

“They wanted my angle on 
things because I’ve been 
through such a lot and was still 
a figure they could respond to 
and respect. They could be part 
of something that they regar- 
ded as quite mythical because 
there aren't sort of real, like, 
legends about now; it's all this 
image stuff and as far as I'm 
concerned 1 keep telling them 
that an icon just is, you don't sit 
down and work out an image 
for yourself I mean, you just 
are, because you're an original. 
You can't fake originality." 

Raucous 

She was an original all right: 
the short-sighted daughter of a 
Dagenham welder who gate- 
crashed her way into pop super- 
stardom via Adam Faith's 
dressing room had one of the 
most raucous voices, but she 
belted out his like There's 
Always Something There To 
Remind Me and Girl Don't 
Come in rapid succession: and 
we all loved her. 

And then came the Eurov- 
ision Song Contest: a tamer, 
housebroken Sandie emerged, 
the edges blurred by soggy 
lyrics and bouncy, anodyne 
melodies: she had become little 


more than a Poppet on a String. 

By the early Seventies, it was 
marriage (to the fashion desig- 
ner, Jeff Banks), a baby daugh- 
ter Grace and Sandie announ- 
ced she was bored with singing' 
and was quitting show business 
for full-time marriage and 
motherhood. 

Now a41 -year-old mother of 
three, she is married again, this 
time to the film producer, Nik, 
Powell, the head of Palace Pic- 
tures. Contrary to rumour, he is 
not filthy rich but she has no 
financial worries. Things have 
never been so right. She refuses 
to talk about the past, the man- . 
ipuJations and subsequent loss 
of earnings after what must 
have been a pretty lucrative 
start, die crash ofher first hus- 
band’s clothes business. She 
does say she was poor; Jeff, 
couldn't help financially with 
Grace for a very long. rime. 

Star 

But there are,. she says, no 
regrets, none at ail. Being a star 
was like an apprenticeship: 
“I’ve been incredibly fortunate. 
If I’m not satisfied with the way 
I did things the first time 
around, I keep getting chances 
to do them again." She and Nik 
have two children, five-year- 
old Amy and three-year-old 
Jack. Grace lives with them in 
central London, too. 

She shies away from ques- 
tion about her relationship 
with Nik. It is, she says, “ nor- 
mally abnormal". What does 
he think ofher new career? He 
wasn’t quite aware of it at first, 
wondered why she was staying 
out at nights and going away; 
she never discusses her music 
with him. But he is incredibly 
good at being objective about 
situations. If she has a business 
knot and is getting too 
involved, he can go ooom, 
boom, boom in five min utes 
and arrange it in a way that she 
can deal with. 

She is, then, a very liberated 
woman? “I think I'm a Renais- 
sance woman in every sense. I 
don't know what being a 
liberated woman is. It’s very 
Sixties talk.” 

At 36, her husband is five 
years her junior so she is, both 
publicly and privately, 
surrounded by younger men. 
“It is,” she says, “the way to be. 

I have this theory that men 
never grow up before 40

anyway, so if you’re going io 
have somebody immature, you 
might as well have them look- 
ing young, too. Anyway, I just 
don't fancy older men." 

But really she doesn't see her 
fans as younger people; they are 
her kina of people. It's a matter 
of being aware and impas- 
sioned; people who are think- 
ing they can still change things, 
and that's just an extension of 
the way she is. She once said she 
would grow old disgracefully; it 
was, she now says, son of a joke 
though there was an essence of 
what she believes in. If growing 
old gracefully means going 
around in Liberty prints, never 
venturing out to concerts or 
getting stuck into those Sunday 
supplements, then, yeah, she'll 
do it disgracefully. 

Buddhist 

Ten years ago Sandie became 
a member of the Nichiren Sbo- 
sbu Buddhist sect, something 
she said at the outset she 
preferred not to discuss. . 
“because it always comes out 
like bom-again-pop-star and 
all that crap." 

Now she talks about how it's 


helped her to understand and 
take responsibility for her life; 
it's why she really enjoys sing- 
ing in public. It is, she says,, 
almost euphoric: “I can go 
through all these different 
characters and parts of me and 
share them with people. I really 
fed that I know everybody. 

There is. she says, so much 
she wants to do with her life: she 
plans another album next year 
with more ofher own lyrics and 
then there's the book: 
autobiographical sketches 
rather than an A-Z volume of 
Sandie Shaw. She'll only use 
the past if it has some relevance 
to now. She has already written 
six stories for children which 
she hopes to turn into a video; : 
she gets so disgusted with the 1 
state of stuff that you can hire. 
She’s still not very sure that she | 
wants to be famous though, to 
be honest, she thinks it's some- 
thing she’s lumbered with. . 
She’s seen people with their i 
jaws dropping when they see , 
her on the bus or in a shop. She 
figures she might as well make 1 
this persona work for her ins- 
tead of just being some kind of 
museum piece.

In search of the real Shakespeare 


Of native English speakers

THE FEW indisputable facts* 
'■ about William Shakespeare 
would fit iu the blank spaces on 
a £20 note. 

These- are the dry details 
.... recorded by the efficient 
Elizabethan bureaucracy of 
church and state. 

So we know about his birth, 
'his hasty marriage to a preg- 
nant Anne Hathaway ana the 
. births, marriages and deaths of 
children. 

We know, too, of payments' 
for jobs, his purchases of 
property, his role in lawsuits,, 
his strange will and his death. 

Tribute 

And we know that Shake- 
speare's contemporaries 
thought the world of him as a 
- dramatist. But they left very 
little record ofhim as a man. 

Most of the anecdotes about 
him were concocted after his 
death. 

It is a bizarre tribute to Shak- 
espeare’s work that people 
believe someone else must have 
written it. 

There have been almost as 
many discoveries of the ‘real 1 
Shakespeare as sightings of 
Lord Lucan. 

The latest effort is by a 77- 
year-old American writer, 
Charlton Ogburn who has 
spent 12 years on his quest. In 
the Mystery Of William Shake-- 
speare Ogburn will reveal that- 
the Bard was in fact the Earl of 
Oxford, an Elizabethan minor 
4 poet and courtier who went 
J into self-imposed exile from 
i court on his estates after a series : 
of rows with Important people, 
j He: has been a candidate- 





Bard before, but he has never 
had such a fierce champion as 
Ogburn, who has worked up a 
mass of material into an 
intricate literary detective 
story. 


Ogburn suggests that the earl 
kept his authorship secret to 
avoid social and political 
stigma, and used William Shak- 
espeare, a provincial hack, as a 
front 


Like other anti-Shake- 
speareans Ogburn relies 
heavily on snobbery. 

He argues that the works dis- 
play loo much skill and learn- 
ing for a Stratford grammar 
school oik like Shakespeare W 

Oxford died in 1604. Thir- 
teen ‘Shakespeare’ plays first 
appeared afterwards. Ogburn 
does not explain satisfactorily 
how these plays managed to 
Stay in cold storage. 

It is terribly hard to believe 
that the greatest plays ever writ- 
ten for the stage were written by 
an amateur nobleman in hiding 
from the actors who performed 
them. 

Moreover Oxford was 
known to be vain about his 
literary reputation and he 
quarrelled with other writers. 
Could such a man have obs- 
cured his genius bebind a 
provincial nobody? Would he 
never have boasted ‘I am Shak- 
espeare' in drink or rage? 

Passion 

Ogbum’s excursion is both 
erudite and enjoyable. 

But at the end I find it as easy 
to believe that Shakespeare’s 
plays were written by Ernie 

. Now Peter Levi, the Oxford 
Professor of Poetry, is totally 
convinced that Shakespeare 
wrote Shakespeare. In The Life 
And Tunes Of William Shake- 
speare he fleshes out William 
Shakespeare as, quite simply, a 
professional playwright and 
poet of genius. 

Levis at his best when, as a 
poet himself, he communicates 
his own passion for Shake- 
speare's poetry. 

It is enjoyable to read it as a 


personal ‘golden treasury', 
especially since many of Peter 
Levi's favourites are unfamiliar 
and unexpected. 

Since much of his account of 
Shakespeare himself is inevita- 
bly speculative, I wish he bad 
speculated more about the way 
in which Shakespeare actually 
wrote his plays. 

Shakespeare's company 
sounds terribly like a Holly- 
wood studio: It asked for work* 
in a hurry, in different styles, it 
demanded rewrites and held 
script conferences, and it forced 
him to produce star parts for 
actors like Burbage and Kemp 
the clown. 

Shakespeare had none of 
today's problems with deman- 
ding actresses — but he had to 
tailor his women's roles to the 
range ofboy actors. Levi points 
out that Antony and Cleopatra 
had to be remodelled because 
the boy Cleopatra could not 
cope with appearing drunk. 

< Unfortunately Levi flatters 
his readers by assuming they 
have the same depth of learning 
as himself — and his narrative 
is slowed by an eccess of 
scholarly references. 

An appendix repeats his 
claim to have found a new set of 
Shakespearean verses, which 
received a public critical ham- 
mering earuer this year. 

In spite of these blemishes I 
have to vote for Professor Levi 
against the fierce challenge of 
Ogburn.

- afternoons a week) in advertis- 
ing for some lime yet. He 
remains creative director of 
■* McSpedden Carey, the Sydney 
agency that he and Bani Mc- 
Spedden sold earlier this year. 
Expansive 

Peter Carey is an expansive 
story-teller with a formidable 
grasp of language. A surrealist 
in his early work, he has 
increasingly opted for an exag- 
gerated realism. His detail is 
daborate and, for much of 
Dscar and Lucinda, he moves 
he long, episodic narrative for- 
ward little faster than a Vic- 
orian novelist. His descrip- 
^ -ions of colonial Sydney, in par- 
icular, have led reviewers to 
ompare him to Dickens. 

Set in mid-!9ih century 
ngland and Australia, the 



novel highlights the massacre 
and dispossession of 
Aborigines by the early settlers. 
It tells the story of the relation 
ship betw een O scar Hopkins, a 
'aisgraoKf Anglican clergyman; 
and Ttifj nHw T^pla.<triw j ft 

. ferociously independent young 
-glass factory 'owner, who axe 
drawn together by a mutual 
passion for gambling and an 
inability to Fit into the brutal 
male culture of Sydney. 

Not for the first time. Carey 
started at the end, with the 
image of a glass church floating 
down a river on a barge, and 
dreamed up the story from 
there. 

Although he is 45, Carey 
could be mistaken for an enth- 
usiastic schoolboy. Tall, gaunt 1 
and bespectacled, with pale 
skin and a long neck, he might 
well be the eccentric inventor 
that, in literary terms at least, 
he clearly is. 

His father and grandfather 
were both car dealers, in the 
working-class town of Bacchus 
Marsh, near Melbourne. From 
primary school Carey went, 
rather surprisingly, to Geelong 
Grammar where, as he puts it, 
“the children of Australia's 
Best Families all spoke with 1 
English accents." 

After failing a university 
science course, the most 
obvious job option — a posi- 
tion in P. S. Carey Motors — 
was closed. “Had there been 
room forme," he says, “I’d still 
be selling cars in Bacchus 
Marsh quite happily.” 

Instead, he went into advert- 
ising, receiving the unexpected 
bonus of a literary and political

education from his seniors. He 
married at 21 and, in 1968, dis- 
illusioned with the “nasty" 
Australia of the Vietnam draft 
era, emigrated to Britain with 
his wife Leigh. 

Neither his advertising nor 
his novel-writing prospered 
and, two years later, the couple 
felt drawn home. “I wanted to 
go back," he says. “I felt that I 
was Australian." 

For much of the Seventies, 
Carey lived on communes in 
Queensland, writing, growing 
vegetables and commuting to 
Sydney by aeroplane to work 
one week in four devising off- 
beat commercials. 

His marriage broke up and in 

1984, with his literary career 
firmly established, he moved 
back to Sydney permanently. 
Not long afterwards he was 
married again, to Alison Sum- 
mers, a theatre artistic director. 
They live with their two-year- 


old-son, Sam, in a harbourside 
terraced bouse in the fashiona- 
ble suburb of Birchgrove. 

Carey still veers well to the 
Left on many issues but, as a 
friend of 20 years put it, “Since 
he married Alison he’s lost that 
slightly offhand bravado and 
become quite charming.” 

Carey agrees that he has 
changed a great deal. “I'm not 
the little smart-arse I used to 
be,” he told me, half-jokingly. 
Highly disciplined ana driven, 
“hyper” is one of his favourite 
words, and it suits him. 

He li kens his work to that of a 
cartoonist. “I look at things 
which exist, and push them to 
their ludicrous and logical 
extension. When you push far 
enough, you can find yourself 
in some strange and original 
pLaoes.”

QUESTION: I hate to admit it, but 1 guess 
I’m finally reaching menopause. I've tried to 
>carn about treatment of the condition, but

aew. Could you explain Estrogen

ANSWER: During a woman’s childbear- 
ng years, her ovaries produce the hormone 
sir o gen. This female hormone is responsi- 
ble for many feminine qualities, such as 
iving a woman full breasts and soft skin. 
When a woman reaches menopause, her 
varies gradually reduce estrogen produc- 
on. This can lead to temporary problems 
as “hot flashes," night sweats, fatigue 
^ritability, headaches or tension. Many 
« omen experience pain or discomfort dur- 
J g intercourse, because estrogen is respon- 
sible for lubrication of the vagina. 

To relieve these symptoms, many women 
e put on Estrogen Replacement Therapy 
*RT). The hormone can be administered in 
any different forms, such as phis, injec- 
ms, vaginal suppositories, ointments, 
Deis implanted under the skin, skin pat- 
es, etc. 


Now estrogen is usually given in combin- 
ation with another female hormone ; -talled 
progestrone. This combined therapy is 
called Hormone placement Therapy. 

The combination treatment has been 
found to be more successful in relieving the 
symptoms of menopause. HRT is also safer 
than ERT. Taking estrogen without proges- 
terone has caused excessive buildup of the 
uterine lining in some women, and this 
sometimes can lead to cancer. 

The combination therapy causes the 
uterus to shed its tissue lining, which is 
similar to normal menstrual flow. While no 
therapy can be totally safe for everyone, 
recent studies have shown no link between 
Hormone Replacement Therapy and cancer 
of the breast, ovaries or cervix. 

QUESTION: I know my condition is 
called vitiligo, but I know little else about it. 
I’m under treatment, but I can’t see any 
results yet. Can you offer me some explana- 
tions and information? 

ANSWER: Your disease is not all that 
rare since it affects about one per cent of the 
population, touching patients of all sexes. 


At least half the 
patients report a family history of vitiligo or 
other problems with skin pigmentation. 

Vitiligo is a disorder of the colouring, or 
pigmentation, of skin where the cells that 
produce colour (melanocytes) are destroyed 
for reasons that remain unknown. This 
resultsinpatchesofskin that are lighter than 
the surrounding areas and occur anywhere 
on the body, predominantly on the backs of 
hands and wrists, face and neck. The white 
areas may regain colour without treatment, 
but if they don’t, the disorder is treated by 
stimulating the production of colour-, 
producing cells. 

A medication called psoralen is used in 
conjunction with ultraviolet light. It’s a long 
process, as you have discovered, and can 
require more than 100 treatments in some 
cases. About 75 per cent of treated patients 
will have a satisfactory result although total 
recolouring is never achieved. Cosmetics 
may faelpcover the remaining areas or newly 
developed tanning solutions that do not rub 
off on clothing may be used.

IN most intelligence work It is 
intellect not muscle that is the 
key to success. Analysis and the 
piedng together or disparate 
strands of information to 
produce a tentative conclusion 
can dictate the survival of 
armies and the fate of nations. 

Within this cerebral context 
there is an inevitable moral 
content' Spy and counter-spy 
see at first hand all the failings 
of man — the infidelities, 
materialism, vanity and ambi- 
tion mat drive people to betray 
their country. 

Rich 

For the novelist this is rich 
territory and authors like Gra- 
ham Greene and John Le Carre 
have made the most of it But 
both those authors now seem to 
be writing historical novels 
about another era. Dei gh ton at 
least describes a more recent 
generation. 

Spy Hook is the first of a new 
trilogy (the sequels will be Line 
and Sinker). The action begins 
three years after London 
Match finished and once again 
it is the paranoid and obsessive 
Bemie Sampson who holds 
centre stage, wallowing in his 
inner sense of failure while 
obsessively examining details 
for their hidden meaning (and 
the untended, or more proba- 
bly intended, slight) in order to 
expose Soviet spies in the heart 
of British intelligence. 

Style 

As always Deighton’s 
laconic style captivates, while 
his impossibly complex plot 
leaves the reader baffled but 
intrigued.

“I SEEK, in London, the hovel 
of the Swiss, in the Jungle of the 
Holy Jahya," explains an 
Afghan professor, trying to 
locate the author, in St John’s 
Wood. 

Many similar cultural clash 
delights are offered in this 
sequel to In Darkest En gland 
continuing Idries Shah’s quest, 
aided by Asian and English 
friends, to find an answer 10 the 
forever fascinating question: 
What are the English really 
like? 

If, like me, you think it is 
useful to meet people who can, 
if only for a moment, make you 
see your own culture through 
sharply different, but sympath- 
etic eyes, this book is for you. 
Idries Shah is an Afghan, from 
an ancient family with a 
traditional and continuing role 
in that country, was educated in 
North India and had an English 
nanny. _ 

His distinguished father, the 
Sirdar Ikbal Ali Shah, took him 
from an early age as secretary 
and companion on his travels. 

Inheriting his father's special 
position in the Muslim world, 
he is mediator between cul- 
tures. acquaintance of Eastern 
monarc hs and rulers, and is 
based in this country, where his 
friends range from dustmen to 
dukes. 

It is a tradition that the sons 
of such families, having been 
given every educational advan- 
tage, are sent out to sink or 
swim; only by testing them- 
selves do the young learn self- 
reliance. 

This means Shah has 
experienced England in ways 
few of its natives can, bound as 
most are by its famous class 
divisions. He likes all kinds of 
things about England and 
maintains that the English have 
many Afghan traits. He thinks 
they have something like a 



group mind, which is slow to 
make decisions, calm, uses their 
eccentricities to advantage 
(“The Madman knows what he 
is doing" — Afghan proverb), 
remembers that things are sel- 
dom what they seem, dislikes 
dogma, and has a rooted dis- 
trust of theories and academics. 
“Just look at what the English 
have absorbed in the past, the 
pathetic remains of once proud 
systems, groups, convictions, 
brought in from abroad, and 
you will be looking at what 
many of today's threats will 
seem like in future." 

Their capacity for absorp- 
tion is unlimited: he lists many 


of England’s cherished institu- 
tions, words and ideas that 
have originated abroad, often 
in Asia, and relates how. in a 
northern town, he is invited to a 
“mortimer" — a term under- 
stood by both British and Pak- 
istani citizens. 

This Lurns out to be a “mu' 
a Lima", a meeting; in this case a j 
regular between-the-cultures 
party and discussion: “One 
day, I am sure, there will not be 
a city, town, or village without a 
regular mortimer." And we will 
have forgotten where the term 
originated. 

The book could be seen as a 
witty demolition-job on the 
British system of royalty, 
nobility, titles and so on. Per- 
haps Shah's attitudes come 
from the fact that all European 
titles are johnny-come-lately 
compared to some of the 
ancient lineages of the East, but 
he has certainly enjoyed his 
researchers, watching aliens 
buy or acquire titles, and dis- 
cussing the glorious irration- 
ality of it all with the English 
aristocracy. 

As for me. I like having my 
own conviction confirmed: lha l 
most Brits regard the whole 
thing as an enjoyable charade. 
(Yes, only an unregeneraie 
excolonial could entertain such 
a heresy). 

I can't imagine anyone not 
enjoying this many-angled 
book, such a rich mix of anec- 
dote, information ... and his- 
tory. 

Did you know that King 
(Magna Cana) John applied to 
become a subject of the Emir of 
Morocco, offering to become 
Muslim, when the cities of the 
Muslim world were centres of 
learning, and this country was 
toputitmildly, backward? As a 
result England was put under 
papal interdict because of King 
John's infidelity. 

The Natives Are Restless.

“I ONCE looked uptoyou. My 
God. how 1 despise you now! I 
hope you've got enough 
decency to understand why." 
Kim Philby would hardly have 
been human if these words, 
addressed to him. by a former 
friend and defender when he at 
last admitted-that-he had all 
along been a Russian spy, had 
not disturbed him; and in the 
remaining 25 years of his life, as 
a protected and privileged pen- 
sioner in Moscow, he set out to 
rationalise his defences. 

On stage in this process was 
marked by his autobiography. 
My Silent War a very skilled 
apologia, as well as a work of 
disinformation. 

Occasionally, very occasion- 
ally, he would receive a sym- 
pathetic Western visitor on 
whom he would expend his 
intelligent, worldly, convivial 
charm. 

The last and most favoured 
of these was Phillip Knightley, 
whose new book — a sympath- 
etic biography unproved by die 
commentary of its subject — 
must be regarded as the old 
rogue’s testament: the image he 
offers to history. 

Why should we want to hear 
more, or again, about Philby, 
or indeed about any of those 
Cambridge spies of the 1930s 
who took themselves so 
seriously and their natural 
loyalties so lightly: their con- 
versions and perversions, their 
introverted machinations and 
Thracian orgies? 

Is there not something mor- 
bid in such a continuing interest 
in them, now that they are dead 
and even then the paranoid 
Wright has been unable to dis- 
cover any more of them? _ 
Problem 

Knightley is uneasily aware 
of this problem and offers his 
own answer. Philby, he says, 
“just by being in Moscow", 
performed a useful funetk. 
“he forced us to examine our 
attitudes to patriotism, trea- 
chery, class and political con- 
viction... forced us to think 
about the duty of the citizen to 
the state and wonder if we too, 
given the right circumstances, 
could be traitors.” 

Well, of course, given the 
right circumstances we could. 
But what are the right cireum-

stances? We respect those Ger- 
mans who were “traitors" to 
the Nazi regime out of a higher 
loyally to their country or 
humanity. 

We agree, at limes, with Dr 
Johnson that patriotism is the 
last refuge of a scoundrel. We 
agree that political obligation is 
conditional, not absolute. We 
agree, with Antigone, that 
there are certain moral laws 
which are more binding than 
political duties. We may even 
allow that questionable acts 
may be palliated by the “sin- 
cerity", the honest conviction, 
of particularly stupid people. 
These arguments, or variations 
of them, are implicit in Philby’s 
self-defence. 

The difficulty is that they 
simply do not apply, either to 
him or to any of that gang. The 
'‘circumstances" are not 
“right." Philby and Co. did not 
respect conditions: they plum- 
ped for total surrender. They 
had not the justification of 
stupidity: they were all highly 
educated intellectuals. They 
did not appeal to a morality 
which transcended politics. 

Their Cambridge guru, E.M. 
Fofsler, advocated the betrayal 
of country rather than of 
friends. Philby reversed the for- 
mula. He explicitly defended 
his betrayal of his friends by 
claiming a higher loyalty — 
loyalty not to his own country 
but to the political system of 
Stalin and his successive 
executioners — Y a god a. Yez- 
hov, Beria: die heads of the 
organisation in which he was so 
proud to rise to the rank and 
privileges of a general. 

Members of the Western 
intelligence community have 
maintained that Philby did 
great harm to Western interests 
'and ruined all their work. Alth- 
ough he certainly made them 
look very foolish, and wasted a 
lot of public money, 1 do not 
believe that his treachery did 
much real harm, and 1 cannot 
think what Knightley means by 
saying that the service which 


Philby claimed to have given 10 
the Russians during the war, “if 
true, may well have altered the 
course of history.” 

I have no doubt that both 
Philby and Blunt told the Rus- 
sians that the West had Ultra, 
but the substance of Ultra was 
•in fact officially communicated 
to them, and from their 
apparent indifference to it, I 
suspect that they had it already, 
by their own efforts. 

Philby certainly upset certain 
Western operations during the 
Cold War, but those opera- 
tions. it is now generally con- 
ceded, were halfbaked and 
would have failed anyway. 

My reason for rejecting Phil- 
by's defence is not any damage 1 
that his treachery may have I 
done to our real interests, 
which is questionable, but the 
fundamental dishonesty of the 
defence itself. For basically it is 
that he and the other Cam- 
bridge spies were free spirits, 
superior to the vulgar loyalties 
of country, class, conventional 
morality. Thanks to this 
superiority, they knew, in the 
1 930s. that Stalinism was right: 
absolutely right. If it had super- 
ficial blemishes they would 
change: it would be validated 
by “the verdict of history." 

Liberal democracy was all- 
owed no such capacity for 
change. It was wrong: 
absolutely wrong. One could as 
.rationally have said that the 
blemishes of Nazism were 
superficial: that it too would be 
validated by history. 

And how nearly it was! In 
1939 Stalin signed the Russo- 
German Pact which made wa r 
certain and German victory lik- 
ely. Philby's less arrogant 
fellow-converts in England 
then shed their illusions. They 
saw that they had been the tools 
— Stalin’s “useful idiots” — of 
an irresponsible Realpolilik. 
Only in the little Cambridge 
enclave did these superior 
spirits remain imprisoned in Lhe 
abject bigotry which their most 
articulate member now seeks, 
posthumously, to justify . 

Knightiey's book is well- 
constructed, well written, sensi- 
ble.

' ABU DHABI, Nov II, (Reuter): 

Saudi Arabia's move to restruc- 
ture its oil industry will help free 
■ the world's biggest producer 
from dependence on Western oil 
, companies and allow it to enjoy 
"■ - lucrative markets serving Wes- 
.• tern consumers directly. 

Gulf economists and oil 
- . analysts said Riyadh’s announ- 

cement on Wednesday that it 
- would establish the Saudi 
... Arabian Oil Company heralded' 
an acceleration of its move into 
•- oil re fining, marketing and dis- 
tribution overseas. 

Such a strategy would mean 
Arab buyers take over more US 
■- and European oil interests. The 
. kingdom established two crude 
: oil marketing companies in Lon- 
don and New York this year. 
Process 

“By no means are the Western 
majors finished yet but this is a 
process which wffl continue,’ 
said a Western oil manager. 

The reason is simple. Arab oil 
producers have traditionally 
received their money for crude 
oil straight from the ground. 

If they could add value along 
the processing line until it rea- 
died the driver at the petrol 
pump and industrial users in 
Western nations, they would , 
more for their oU at more stat 
prices. 

The Arabian American Oil Co 
(ARAM CO), owned by the four 
big oil firms Texaco, Chevron, 
Exxon and Mobil, produces, 
refines, and markets Saudi 03. 
The first three hold 28.33 per cent 
each and Mobil has 15 per cent 

Output 

Since 1976, Saudi Arabia has 
owned ARAMCO’s assets but 
the four companies run the busi- 
ness. receiving a percentage per 
barrel for doing so. Saudi output 
was estimated m October at 5.65 
million barrels per day. 

It is not completely dear how 
the legal status of the new ofl 
company will affect Western 
firms but economists said they 
' expected ARAMCO to become

BP seeks larger share of Japanese market

JAPAN’S ofl analysts take a dim 
view of the British government’s 
decision ordering Kuwait to 
drastically cat its stake in the 
British Petroleum Company. 

Speaking to the Arab Times in 
Tokyo last month the analysts 
also said that foreign investors 
interested in Japan's oil sector 
can now hope for a more 
favourable response, par- 
ticularly if they are ready to make 
a reciprocal arrangement. 
However the initiative still 
remains with the foreign inves- 
tors, they said. 

The British Petroleum Co., 
which has been scanning Japan’s 
oil industry sector for their reac- 
tion to their government’s 
decision on Kuwait’s BP stock 
holdings, is said to be seeking a 
larger share of the Japanese 
market 

An economist at the Japanese 
Institute for Middle Eastern 
Economies (JIME) said 
representatives of British 
Petroleum, Kuwait, Saudi 
Arabia and the emirate of Abu 
Dhabi are beating a path to 
Japan’s Ministry of Inter- 
national Trade and Industry 
(MITI) but it is not clear how 
successful they are and whether 


they are in direct competition. 

British Petroleum has no 
affiliate in Japan and has not 
entered the Japanese down- 
stream market which the 
Kuwaitis are interested in. 

Analysts say that Japan’s oil 
sector has been more receptive to 
the idea of foreign investments 
following a MITI derision last 
year to allow foreign investments 

mite ofl sector under certain con- 
ditions. A Japanese Finance 
Ministry official said each case

It is not dear whether the Brit- 
ish government’s decision limit- 
ing Kuwait’s stake in BP will 
have any bearing on that com- 
pany’s chances in Japan, but 
sympathies are dearly on the 
Kuwaiti tide. 

Tokyo’s expectedly guarded 
official response to the British 
derision was that of surprise, bat 


. dose observer of Japanese- 
Kuwaiti relations said the British 
derision amounted to cheating as 
it was announced “after the 
intervention by the Bank of 
England." 

'’Kuwait’s purchase of the BP 
shares was like a gift from 
Kuwait to Britain,” he said. 

Other analysts said the British 
manoeuvre reminds of the 
Japanese investors’ experience in 
the UK and the US several years 
ago. 

“They (Japanese investors) 
were made to believe that their 
investments were welcome and 
later were told that foreign 
domination of companies wOl 
not be tolerated,” said an expert. 

Japanese analysts contend 
that what happened to Kuwaitis 
in Britain over the BP shares 
could not happen in Japan. “If it 
did, beads would roll,” said the 
JIME economist 

The Japanese closely monitor 
foreign interest in its ofl industry 
and despite a semblance of a 
more flexible attitude they do 
little to encourage foreign inves- 
tors. 

A Kuwait-based economist 


said Kuwaiti investors could not 
get more than about 5 per cent 
stake in a Japanese ofl company. 

TOe Japanese oil companies 
which opera te under the eagle 
eye of Mm have been reluctant 
to sell their stock to foreigners. 

“Japan’s view was that it was 
simpler to import crude than the 
foreign capital,” said an expert. 

Three years ago Japan realised 
that it mil not be able to cope 
with the oil supply and demand if 
it relies on imports of crude only.

Interest 

The Gulf states have long 
shown interest in Japan’s oil sec- 
tor. According to market 
observers, the Kuwaitis, whose 
reputation as shrewd investors is 
well-known in Japan, have* 
repeatedly tried to acquire a 
stake in Japan’s ofl companies 
but with little success. More than 
10 years ago the Kuwaitis failed 
in their effort to invest in 
Idemitsu Oil Co M said a Japanese 
economic affairs writer. He also 
claims that in the early 1980s the 
Kuwaitis made a bid for a stake 
in Mitsubishi OiL but again with- 


out success. 

However, an analyst in Tokyo 
last month indicated that now 
the Japanese may try to accom- 
modate the Kuwaitis* detire fora 
sizeable stake by allowing them 
to acquire a 5 percent holding in 
more than one company. 
Investors 

Other economists in Tokyo 
agree that the situation has chan- 
ged is favour of foreign inves- 
tors. 

Japan’s overwhelming con- 
cern with the steady supply of oil, 
in which still accounts for more 
than SO par cent of its energy 
c onsu mption, 1 >m forced the 
MITI to allow foreign investors 
an access to its market, they say. 

Said an analyst: “The policy 
makers have realised the 
next century wfll also be an era of 
petroleum. Japan’s efforts to 
diversify its oil simply sources are 
being abandoned because the oil- 
fields in Oman, New Zealand, 
Egypt, North Yemen and the US 
have not been as profitable as 
expected or have limited 
reserves. Besides there is little 
point in diversifying when cheap 
oil is available.”

Banco de Mexico, releasing its owatUy 
report, said the tncrease in prices ofbeef and eggs last month were 
mainly responsible for the OR per cent hike. Under its anti- 
inflationary economic solidarity pact, signed last year by 
President Miguel de La Madrid aad representatives of labour, 
business and agriculture, the government has managed to bring 
down inflation from 15.5 per cent in January to bekm the 
g overnm e nt 's targeted two per cent monthly rate. The govern- 
ment’s plan, ader which prices of public goods and services were 
froz e n and a fixed peso-ioHar parity was set, appeared to have 
worked wefl enoogh to allow the signatories to extend the pact 
until the end of November. President-elect Carlos SaHnas de 
Gortari, a Harvard-educated former budget and phoning mini- 
ster who is schedzded to assume office on Dec 1, has also reached 
an ag r eem ent with the signatories to extend the pact until Dec 3L 
Critics, who have charged that the goveranenfs plan has brought 
down prices artificially, say that inflation will agafai skyrocket 
after the expiration of the pact.

While economists agreed drat the report showed no 
sign of upward price p res sur e wuw-ghg from commodities and 
nambettred goods, some said inflation daring the month may 
have been understated by seasonal distortions. The producer price 
index for finished goods, which gauges prices paid by wholesale!*, 
was uchanged last month after rising by 0*4 per cent in Septem- 
ber, the Labour Department said.

Dollar outlook remains gloomy 


NEW YORK, Nov 11, (Reuter): 
The dollar will remain under 
pressure for the remainder of the 
year now that worries over the 
size of the US budget deficit have 
been rekindled, US economists 
predicted on Thursday. 

The concern, coming on the 
heels of George Bush’s election 
victory reflects doubt in foreign 
exchange markets that the 
president-elect will be able to cut 
government spending and raise 
sufficient revenue to bring the 
deficit down quickly. 

But most economists say the 
dollar is unlikely to fall much 
further this year despite its tum- 
ble on Wednesday, when it brie- 
fly sank to a five-month low 
against the West German mark. 
Strength 

The strength of the American 
economy, firm US interest rates, 
expectations of further declines 
in nation’s trade deficit and the 
fear of centra) bank intervention 
are expected to provide support 
for the currency. 

“We’re bearish, but I don’t 
think it’s going to get out of con- 
trol,” said Geoffrey Dennis, 
chief international economist at 
James Capel Inc.’ 

Between now and the end of 
the year, most market par- 
ticipants expect the dollar to 
trade between 120 yen and 125 
yen and 1.70 marks and 1.78 
marks. 

But some are more pessimistic 
and one forecast predicted the 
dollar would fall to as low as 100 
yen and 1.60 marks by the end of 
1988. 

Kuwait to give 
$1 million to 
UN observers 

KUWAIT, Nov II, (Reuter): 
Kuwait will give $1 million to 
help to finance the United 
Natiofis team of military 
observers monitoring the 
ceasefire between Iran and Iraq, 
a Foreign Ministry official said 
today. 

He told the Kuwait News 
Agency (KUNA) the money is in 
addition to what Kuwait had 
already agreed to pay towards 
the cost of the UN Iran-Iraq 
M i I i tary Observer Group 
(UNIMOG). 

UN troops from 24 countries, 
are stationed along the 1 ,200-km 
(740-mile) Iran-Iraq border to 
supervise the ceasefire which 
went into effect on Aug 20 to end 
eight years of fighting.

“It’s going to be awfully hard 
to come up with a bold budget 
package without a tax increase,” 
said Robert Hormats, vice chair- 
man at Goldman Sachs Inter- 
national.

ming from the differences bet- 
ween a Republican president and 
a Democratic Congress. 

Concerns about the deficit, an 


issue that was not dearly addres- 
sed during the campaign either 
by Bush or by Democrat Michael 
Dukakis, have again shot to the 
forefront. 

Indeed, the Bank of Japan, in a 
special study issued on Wednes- 
day, urged further cuts in the US 
deficit, which requires heavy 
borrowing from abroad. 

Despite a decline in the federal 
deficit in recent years, it remains 
high by historical standards, 
exceeding the traditional average 
of around two per cent of gross 
national product For the fiscal 
year ended on September 30, 
1988, the deficit was 3.3 per cent 
ofGNP.

KD deposit rates ease 


KUWAIT. Nov 11, (Reuter): 
Kuwaiti dinar deposit rates 
eased yesterday amid higher 
liquidity caused by dollar sales 
on Wednesday, dealers said. 

They said dollar buying early 
in the day to cover short posi- 
tions led the Central Bank to 
adjust its dinar exchange rate sof- 
ter to 0 . 28029/39 to the dollar 
from the opening 0.28009/19, 
more than a ill firmer than Wed- 
nesday’s 0.281 17/27. 

But the buying stopped when 
the Central Bank later adjusted 
the rate firmer to 0.27999/09. 
Banks had sold dollars as the US 
currency fell in international 
markets after American 
presidential elections on Tues- 
day. 


Overnight and tomorrow and 
spot-next funds traded as high as 
six per cent early in the day but 
slipped gradually. By early after- 
noon. they were offered at one or 
two per cent without bids. 

One-month funds opened at 
Wednesday's 7-1/4, seven per 
cent but after deals at seven and 
6-3/4 per cent were put at seven. 
6-1/2 per cent along with the 
other fixed periods. 

Commercial banks quoted 
spot dinar exchange rates of 
around 0 .28003/ 1 3 to the dollar. 

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal inter- 
bank deposit rates surged yester- 
day to their highest levels this 
year as jittery traders continued 
to speculate against a possible 
riyal devaluation by end- 1988.

Qatar to seek 
gas marketing 
opportunities 
in Japan 

DOHA, Nov I l.(OPECNA); Dr 
Jaber Abdel Hadi Al Marti, 
managing director of the Qatar 
General Petroleum Corporation 
(QGPC), left here today for 
Tokyo to explore gas marketing 
opportunities in Japan. 

Speaking at a press conference 
yesterday. Al Marri said he 
would hold talks with officials 
from the Ministry of Inter- 
national Trade and Industry as 
well as executives of electricity 
and gas companies on Japan's 
future gas needs. 

He said his country had no 
plans at present to consider 
extending a gas pipeline to 
Europe across Turkey due to 
several economic factors, includ- 
ing the lack of markets which 
could lift big volumes of gas. 
Options 

“Qatar has several options in 
marketing its gas in Japan and 
neighbouring countries,” he 
said, adding that gas would also 
be used as feedstock in local 
industrial plants. 

The Qatari official pointed out 
that gas was sold under long- 
term contracts ranging between 
20 and 30 years, because con- 
sumer countries preferred to deal 
with exporting countries like 
Qatar which had very large 
reserves. 

On prospects of industrial 
projects in Qatar, he told repor- 
ters that Qatar had reached an 
advanced stage in its plans to set 
up big projects using gas as a 
feedstock. 

Reporting progress on the 
development of the north gas- 
field. Al Marri said that 60 per 
cent of- the engineering works 
had been completed, including 
the manufacture and installation 
of two well rigs. Also completed 
were survey works and support 
construction buildings. 

Project 

He noted that a large number 
of Qatari personnel had already 
been appointed at the project, 
while increasing number of new 
personnel would be selected 
every year for on-site training in 
order to have Qatari nationals 
run the project once it was com- 
plete. 

Underlining the importance of 
the project and the need to 
exploit the North Dome gasfieid, 
he stated that his country was 
proceeding ahead with its plans 
to export gas and set up large gas- 
fed industries in Qatar. 
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Dollar falls to 10-month low on US twin deficit fears 


NEW YORK, Nov 1 1 . ( Reuter): 
The dollar fell to a 10-month low 
againsl the yen today, despite 
attempts by the Bank of Japan to 
support it, as the twin US deficits 
of trade and budget clouded 
America's economic outlook. 

2t also hit a five-month low 
against the mark, prompting 
West Germany's central bank to 
step in and buy dollars. • 

The slide sparked off a wave of 
selling on Wail Street, pulling the 
Dow index down more than 22 
points by midday. 

With US banks closed for the 
Veterans Day holiday and 
foreign exchange desks running 
on only skeleton staffs, the US 
market was thin and vulnerable, 
dealers said. 

Low 

The dollar has fallen by nearly 
seven pfennigs since Tuesday's 
election and touched a low in 
London this morning of 1.7350 
West German marks. 

In New York it was quoted at 
1.7345 marks at noon, down 2 
pfennigs from yesterday's US 
finish. 

The US currency dipped at one 
point to 122.50 yen in Europe, its 
weakest against the buoyant 
Japanese currency since Jan 4 
when it touched a post-World- 
War-Two low of 120.20. It was 


laier quoted in New York at 
122.65 yen, down from yester- 
day's US closing of 124.05. 

“The market will test 120 yen 
and 1.7250 mark next week,” 

predicted a dea ler at a US bank in 

London. Britain's pound rose to 
S 1 .8140 from 51 .7970 yesterday. 

Dealers 

The Federal Reserve was 
officially closed, but currency 
dealers said Fed officials were 
watching and could intervene 
through other central banks, 
such as Canada's. 

The weak dollar led dealers in 
London to mark dpwn prices on 
US bonds, which in turn sent 
shivers through Wall Street, 
pushing the Dow Jones indus- 
trial average down 22.41 points 
to 2.092.28 by noon EST. 

Value 

Currency dealers said fears 
that president-elect George Bush 
would have little leeway to cut 
America's budget defici L — since 
he campaigned on a promise not 
to raise taxes — were responsible 
for the decline in the currency. 
The post-election decline in the 
dollar was in contrast to Tues- 
day's rise when markets seemed 
relieved that Bush would be elec- 
ted president. 

Commerce Secretary William 


Verity said at a Washington con- 
ference today that the dollar was 
at a fair foreign exchange value. 
He said the dollar had fluctuated 
since the industrial power's econ- 
omic summit in Toronto last 
summer but that now “it is a fair 
value for all seven nations.” 

Verity also said he believed 
Bushwill make the budget deficit 
perhaps his lughest priority. He 
told a televised US-West Ger- 
man trade discussion, “the bud- 
get deficit is a tremendous 
problem” and added, “I feel con- 
fident this will be perhaps the 
highest priority for President 
Bush.” 

Repeated intervention by the 
Bank of Japan, even after the 
currency market closed in 
Tokyo, failed to reverse the 
dollar’s slide. Japan's central 
bank even intervened in Sin- 
gapore. The Bank of England 
also joined in, buying dollars for 
yen. 

Surprise 

The Bundesbank, West Ger- 
many's central bank, intervened 
for the first time in over a month, 
picking up S50 million at its 
official fixing time. The interven- 
tion came as a surprise because 
yesterday a central bank official, 
had said that intervention to 


prop up the dollar might not be 
the w&pst course. Also, the Ger- 
mans nave not baen supporting 
the dollar while it has gone 
through its recent slide. 

Several dealers said that 
speculation about a readjust- 
ment by the Group-of-Seven 
industrial nations on where they 
want to see the dollar trade has 
now given way to belief that there 
is a complete breakdown in co- 
ordination. 

“The Germans are saying we 
should not intervene. The Japan- 
ese are saying we should 
intervene and the British are say- 
ing they will keep rates tight. 
That does not sound like co- 
ordination to me,” said a dealer 
at a large New York bank. 

Forecast 

Dealers in Tokyo said market 
attention has shifted to Septem- 
ber US trade figures due out 
Wednesday. The market forecast 
is for a deficit of $1 1.2 billion 
against $12.2 billion in August. 

“The dollar is likely to fall next 
year whatever the outcome of the 
trade figures,” said Eiji Sugata, 


assistant manager at Toyo Trust 
Bank. 

“Even if the data show slight 
narrowing in the trade deficit, 
that might give the dollar just a 
temporary boost to 125 yen at 
most and later it should decline 
toward 121 .50 yen on steady sell- 
ing interest," he said. 

The London stock market fell 
in dull trading, partly influenced 
by Armistice Day holidays in 
some European centres. The Fin- 
ancial TTmes/Stock Exchange 
index was off 23 points at 1 ,803 
by late afternoon. 

Soared 


Earlier, Tokyo stocks soared 
to close at a record high on 
opthmsm over a strong yen and 
low interest rates. Tokyo’s Nik- 
kei average soared 323. 1 5 points, 
or 1.15 per cent, to dose at a 
record high 28,489.57, surpass- 
ing an Aug 5 record of 28,423.38. 

As long as the yen is strong the 
Bank of Japan will not hike 
interest rates and that bodes well 
for businesses, dealers in Tokyo 
said.

Japan’s willingness to consider 
foreign investments in its oil sec- 
tor coincides with MITl’seflorts 
to reduce government interven- 
tion in the oil sector on the one 
han d and to strengthen its oil 
market structure on the ether. 

Sakamoto said there are too 
many wholesale marketing com- 
panies in Japan and excessive 
competition among them is 
under mini ng their profitability. 
Efforts are being made to 
improve the profitability 
through mergers between some 
of these companies, he said. 

Sakamoto said he was not 
aware if the Kuwaitis had

elaborating.

The Japanese partner in that 
case, is likely to be one of the 

smaller establishments, he said. 

Another analyst said that 
there are now several indepen- 
dent oil refineries in Japan whose 
equity base could do with the 
injection of new funds. 

“There will be investment pos- 
sibilities in the future in these 
companies. MITI will accept 
foreign investment in smaller 
refineries." he said. 

Meanwhile, unconfirmed 
reports about negotiations bet- 
ween Saudi Arabia and Mitsubi- 
shi Oil are still circulating in 
Tokyo. The report caused a surge 
in Mitsubishi slock prices on two 
occasions last summer. The 
Saudis are interested in the Mit- 
subishi Oil stock and the Japan- 
ese are said to be seeking pros- 
pecting rights in Saudi Arabia. 
The negotiations are said to be 
moving in a favourable direc- 
tion.

Platini names team for 
World Cup qualifier 


PARIS, Nov 11, (Reuter): 
French national team chief 
Michel Platini called up three 
newcomers when he named his 
first squad yesterday for next 
week's World Cup qualifier in 
Yugoslavia. 

The 16-strong selection con- 
tained six changes from the 
squad held to a disastrous 1-1 
draw in Cyprus last month, 
which jeopardised French hopes 
of reaching the 1990 finals and 
led to Henri Michel’s replace- 
ment by Platini. 

As expected, Platini named his 
former midfield colleague Jean 
Tigana, who makes a return to 
international football at the age 
of 33, 17 months after announc- 
ing his retirement from the 
national side. 

The three newcomers for the 
match in Belgrade on November 
19 are Bordeaux's cultured 
sweeper Alain Roche, 21, on- 
form Nice midfielder Eric 
Guerit, 24, and tricky winger 
Christian Perez, 25, of League 
leaders Paris Saint-Germain. 

Platini told a news conference 
he met Tigana last week and per- 
suaded him to return to the 
national team. “I see Tigana in 
the role of organiser,” he said. 
“He’s important — he will be our 
head, the strategy of the team will 
depend on him. 

"Everyone knows how highly 
I regard him. I hope he continues 
in international football. I hope 
we qualify for the World Cup 
finals and that he will be there.” 


Tigana, who played alongside 
Platini in the two last World Cup 
finals, <iuit the national team 
after winning his 5 1 si camp in 
June last year when France lost 
2-0 to Norway in a European 
Championship qualifier. 

His Bordeaux clubmate. full- 
back Jean-Christophe Thou ve- 
nd, who also played for France 
for the last time in that match, 
also earns a recall. 

"We’ve never won in 
Yugoslavia and, unluckily for us. 
they are on great form at the 
moment,” Platini said. “But we 
won't go resigned to defeat — we 
will be taking risks. This team is 
capable of pulling off a coup. 

’To me this is a challenge, it’s 
fantastic. I don't feel any pres- 
sure. The worst thing that could 
happen is that we lose the match 
— that’s all.” 

Platini, who retired from soc- 
cer last year after winning 72 caps 
for France, said Belgrade would 
offer him a new experience. “I've 
never sat on the bench before," 
he admitted with a smile.

Hadlee set to claim Test record 


BANGALORE. India, Nov 11, 
(Reuter): New Zealand fast- 
medium bowler Richard Hadlee 
renews his attempt to take sole 
possession of the world Test 
wicket-taking record in the first 
match of the three-Test series 
against India starting tomorrow.
